THE SPRING OUTLOOK. 

THERE is no denying the fact that the 
spring outlook in the booktrade has been 
known to be better than it is this year. Not 
that conditions are bad, that known trouble 
threatens from any quarter or even that any 
particular unknown trouble is feared or sus- 
pected. 
houses interviewed say that their business is 
‘fall right’’ or ‘‘quite up to expectations.” 
If the latter is true it is because their expec- 
tations have been moderate, for, barring a 
few exceptions, and those not over-conspicu- 
ous, the booktrade is quieter than it has been 
at any time in the past two years. 

It sometimes seems as if booktrade activity 
ran in quite inexplicable cycles. Two years 
ago there was a lull after a good fall; last 
year saw greatly improved spring business 
which tell off as markedly later in the year. 
Now apparently we are suffering a lull again. 
There seems to be little doubt that this time 
the causes lie, not in the booktrade—which 
in itself has seldom, of recent years, been in 
a sounder condition—but in the buying 
public, that in other words the booktrade 
happens to be just now reflecting the com- 
parative apathy in general business. That 
underlying conditions in general business are 
equally sound, that the turn for the better 
is about to come if not already at hand, is 
the sincere belief of many leaders in business 
affairs. The booktrade can hardly help, we 
believe, from sharing in this rise. 

If one were asked to name the disease from 
which the business body is suffering, the 
reply ‘‘an overdose of government’”’ would 
not be far amiss.

Harassed with income 
tax reports, state corporation tax reports, 
federal corporation returns, periodical pub- 
licity statements, local reports, tariff complexi- 
ties, endless investigations by interminable 
commissions, petty legislative obstructions, 
often meaningless and sometimes vicious, the 
wonder is, not that business has been so 
patient, but that there is any business left! 


| The promise of a five-year legislative vacation 


would be the surest earnest of 
national prosperity. 

The quietness in the booktrade of which 
we have already spoken is corroborated by a 
slight decrease in this spring’s book pro- 
duction, 3,490 entries listed this year by the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY in its Spring Announce- 
ment list, as against 3,682 last; and by the 
hesitancy with which the publishers are bring- 
ing out the books they are publishing. Omit- 
ting all January publications in each case, 
ninety per cent. of the books of which are 
entries held over from the preceding season, 
the book production of the year to date has 
been considerably under last year’s for the 
same period. 

If this decrease actually meant ‘fewer and 
better books’’ no one would applaud the 
movement more heartily than the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY; but we must confess that few of 
the books so far issued this year have been of 
preeminent merit, either in fiction or non- 
fiction, and that the greater probability is 
that the publication of many titles has been 
simply postponed—only to be dumped later 
en masse on the overcrowded market of 
April and May or the even more congested 
one of October-November. 

There are rifts in the clouds: net prices are 
being everywhere splendidly maintained; 
there have been few failures in the trade so 
far this year and none of importance;a consid- 
erable number of little bookstores, obscure, to 
be sure, but better than none, are being 
started every month, particularly in the West. 
Some of them go under shortly, but many of 
them are holding on—some of them 
making good.

SOME POINTS ON BOOKSELLING. 


By RicHarD C. BROWN, OF STRAWBRIDGE & 
CLOTHIER.* 

In the presence of all you who are veterans 
in the book business, old hands, trained and 
seasoned—in your presence I, who have been 
but a year in the business, feel like a bold new- 
comer, a veritable neophyte. All the prob- 
lems and the perplexities of our business are 
to you old, and doubtless as stale as last 
year’s best seller; and what am I, that I 
should presume to address you? 

I am indeed such a youngster that I can 
still recall the time when I actually believed— 
nay, in my most infantile and sportive moods 
I seem almost still to believe—that a ‘book 
is the life blood of some master spirit,” etc. 

Alas for youthful ideals! 1 am fast learn- 
ing that a book is no life blood and spirit at 
all, but is eighty-seven cents of invested 
capital, which must be so manipulated as to 
produce a dollar and a quarter of gross re- 
ceipts, and that right speedily. 

Nevertheless I do obstinately persist in 
believing that there is some substratum of 
truth in that life blood and master spirit idea; 
and that is why I am willing to speak at all. 
For it seems to me that the function of the 
bookseller is not purely a commercial one. 

We do have a very great part to play in 
this traffic in spirits—of such sort that even 
the most rabid prohibitionist could not dis- 
approve. We are, to many people, the pur- 
veyors of the only kind of mental food supply 
that they get, outside of the newspapers. 
There is surely some use in a consideration of 
the pure food regulations that apply to our 
business, as well as that of the grocer. 

Our task, moreover, is more difficult than 
the grocer’s. We bookmen have to be diag- 
nosticians, doctors, druggists, dietitians—a 
complex job. If in thinking over its com- 
plications I have surmised that I have thought 
of an idea or two, I hope you will pardon my 
presumption. All that is good will have been 
often thought over and discussed, I doubt not, 
by you older hands; and for all that is worth- 
less I ask your indulgence, as for the futile 
vagaries of a childish imagination. 

First, then, I wish that the advertisements, 
notices, descriptions, and even reviews of new 
books could always be trustworthy and just. 
To me the phrase, ‘‘As good as Stevenson,”’ 
in the notice of a book tends merely to dis- 
credit the reviewer, and adds little to my own 
idea of the book.

salesmen. Did you notice how skilfully the 


avoided all reference to the fact that the great 
modern problem discussed was a religious 
or theological problem? And how was a 
salesman to have any intelligent idea about 
the book unless he read it, or waited until 
he found a review that was not prepared in 


| the office of the publisher? 


The misbranding of articles of food is an 
offence against State and Federal laws. 
Cases containing drugs or foodstuffs must 


state what stimulant in the way of alcohol, 


what opium, and what other poisonous sub- 
stances they contain. But the wrappers and 
advertisements of books nearly always claim 
that their contents include much stimulant, 
whether it is there or not; they often hint at 
some poison or other, though never calling it 
by a frightening name; and they never under 
any circumstances even vaguely suggest the 
possibility of there being any opiate or other 
soporific, though the book may in fact be 
extremely dull and sleepy. 

And what am I to do in this situation, 
when my friends ask me, “Ought I to have 
that book?” For it is impossible for us to 
read all of the books, or even enough chapters 
of them to get trustworthy ideas of them. 
The first few pages of ‘“‘The White Linen 
Nurse’? would give one a rather hysterical 
idea. An outraged customer came flying 
back the other day with “‘The Winning of 
Barbara Worth’’—too much swearing, she 
could not have her daughter reading that— 
why, it began right away! ‘‘Tosee it whole,” 
is a phrase that is as applicable to a book as 
it is to life. 

It might be possible for us in the store to 
get together definitely on such matters. I 
have recently read ‘‘It Happened in Egypt,”’ 
and others doubtless have read other books. 
If we pooled our knowledge, each putting 
down definitely what he had learned—what 
kind of person the book would suit, what kind 
it would not suit, what the setting is, how much 
swearing there is—you who are salesmen 
know the kind of questions people ask—and 
if these opinions were distributed, or kept on 
file, it might help. But I wish that we could 
depend on the publishers to do this for us in 
their notices to the trade. 

Indeed, I might go back a little further and 
say that I wish the publishers would agree, 
and bind themselves under solemn vows, not 
to put out any more worthless books. I can 
not but think that the readers for the publish- 
ing houses are as good judges of quality as 
we busy salesmen are. If a quarter, say, 
or maybe more, of the titles that a buyer 
feels he ought to have because they are issued 
by prominent houses could have been killed 
before printing, instead of becoming ‘dead 
ones’’ so soon after printing, it would be a 
great boon. 

_Then, I would like to protest against the 
high prices of some of the better books. 
Could not the “John Bright,” for instance,

have been got out plenty good enough to sell | 


for $2.75 instead of $4.50? 
‘‘all the traffic will bear”’ is a good general 
mile; but it hurts me to have to sell such a 
book priced as a rare luxury, rather than as a 
generally useful commodity. 

A practical suggestion I offer is: I wish that 
it were always possible to get from publishers 
fresh wrappers for books whose paper covers 
have become soiled or torn. Much stock 
could be greatly freshened in this way, and, of 
course, more easily sold. 

Finally, I refuse to be appalled by our 
literary deluge. It is the first time in our 
history that almost the whole of our great 
nation has known how to read, and an enor- 
mous amount ofereading matter must be 
turned out for us. We are an ambitious 
people: the first generation grinds along in the 
dirt; the second generation goes to common 
school; but the third goes to college. The 
first generation read nothing, or only the sport- 
ing news in the evening paper; the second 
generation read Bertha M. Clay and Mrs. 
Southworth, or, while young, the “‘ Dare Devil 
Boys”; but the third generation is reading 
“Hagar” and “‘ The Inside of the Cup.” 





BOOK-PLATE LITERATURE.* 
By WINWARD PRESCOTT 
Part II. 


TOGETHER with the foregoing books, as 
being of value to the collector, must be men- 
tioned the many lists of book-plates which have 
been published and which are among the most 
useful in the collector’s library. Leading 
them all is the wonderful British Museum 
catalogue of the Franks Bequest, containing 
the names and partial descriptions of 34,468 
book-plates. This set of three volumes is a 
monument not only to Lord Franks, but also 
to Mr. Gambier-Howe, the compiler. It isa 
work which no collector can afford to be with- 
out, especially if he is at all interested in 
heraldic plates, although I should not go as far 
as to agree with one collector who is quoted 
as saying that one page of the Franks cata- 
logue was more interesting to him than any 
novel ever written. 

Many of the books which I have mentioned 
are of this class, which aims to make a more or 
less comprehensive list of the plates of a 
country and give their descriptions, inscrip- 
tions, engravers’ names, etc. Such are the 
books by Bertarelli, Gelli, Gerster, Iwask, 
Sjogren, Verster, Loureiro, Gagnon, Wittgy 
and Elemer. 

There are also Hamilton’s useful ‘‘ Dated 
Book-plates,’’ London, 1895, and Warnecke’s 
“Die Deutschen Bicherzeichen,”’ Berlin, 1890, 
both excellent in their way and especially 
interesting to the collector of the older plates. 
France has been especially prolific in books of 
this kind, some of the best being Mahuet’s 
‘Essai repertoire des Ex Libris des bibliophiles 
Lorrain,” Nancy, 1906; Quantin’s ‘‘ Ex Libris 
Bourguignons,”’ Paris, 1907; Jardert’s ‘‘Les 
Bibliophiles Remois et leurs Ex Libris,”

Reims, 1894; and Goyetche’s ‘‘Quelques Ex 
Libris Bordelais,’’ Bordeaux, 1911. It will be 
noted that these books are mostly of particu- 
lar localities. The French have published 
many such local books on the ex libris of the 
different French provinces, and should be a 
worthy example to the other countries in this 
regard. The nearest we have to this type is 
Miss White’s ‘‘Indiana Book-plates,” Rich- 
mond, Indiana, 1910, and R. C. Lichtenstein’s 
pamphlet lists, ‘‘Early New England and 
New York Heraldic Book-plates,”’ and ‘‘ Early 
Southern Heraldic Book-plates,’”’ Boston, 1886 
and 1887. 

Perhaps one of the largest and most interest- 
ing fields in book-plate literature is that in 
which are those books dealing with special 
artists. Here in America we have the two 
beautiful books by Messrs. La Rose and 
Andreini on the work of J. W. Spenceley, and 
the fine memorial to E. D. French. 

Mr. W. E. Fisher has published five ex- 
quisite portfolios of his book-plate designs, 
many of them hand-colored and all beautifully 
gotten up. The combination of the dainty 
portfolios and the dainty designs which they 
contain made these five portfolios among the 
best ever published either in this country or 
abroad. 

Between 1903 and 1907 there were published 
in Boston a series of twleve beautifully printed 
and attractive brochures dealing with the 
work of modern American book-plate designers 
such as Bird, Gregson, Ipsen, and others. 
These booklets were published through the 
instrumentality of that eccentric genius, W. 
P. Truesdell, and are an honor to his taste as 
a printer, and to the ‘‘ Troutsdale Press.” 

This series has been matched in England by 
a series of six brochures published by Schulze 
and dealing with the work of such modern 
designers as Nelson, Vinycomb, and others. 
Like Mr. Truesdell, the English publishers 
have striven successfully for artistic excellence. 

There is also a more imposing and beautiful 
book, ‘‘LV Book-plates Engraved on Copper 
by William Phillips Barrett,’’ London, 1900, 
and Thomas Moring’s two volumes of ex 


_ libris designs on copper and wood, published 


in London in the same year. 

Last year there was published in England 
the memorial volume to the late Charles 
William Sherborn. I cannot well express too 
much admiration for the excellent list of book- 
plates and to the pleasing and interesting life 
and criticism written by Mr. Charles D. Sher- 
born, but I do think that the paper and print- 
ing might have been very much better and 
that proofs from.the coppers of Mr. Sher- 
born’s own book-plates would have added very 
much to the value of the book and made it a 
much more fitting memorial to so great a man. 
I ventured to say as much to Mr. Viner, the 
compiler of the list of Mr. Sherborn’s plates, 
in a letter written to him shortly after the 
book was issued. Mr. Viner’s reply is too 
long to quote entire, but I will give one extract 
from it, characteristic of the whole, which 
takes up the matter of reproductions from the 
coppers of Mr. Sherborn’s book-plates. 

Mr. Viner says: “In the first place the 
family has had nothing whatever to do with 
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the publication; that emanates from Mr. C. 
Davies Sherborn alone and he, not desiring to 
turn the publication into a possible source of 
rofit, very wisely (in my opinion) refrained 
rom bribing the general public into purchas- 
ing for the sake of the prints from the original 
coppers which it might contain, notwithstand- 
ing being strongly urged to do so.”’ Be that 
as it may, I have not yet talked with or cor- 
responded with any American book-plate 
collector who has not compared the Sherborn 
memorial volume with those issued here for 
French and Spenceley, to the discredit of the 
English publication. 

But to return to ex libris literature in 
general. In this class of books, relating to one 
designer, as in most cases, we must award the 
premier honors to Germany. Within the last 
ten years there have been published in Ger- 
many and Austria a large number of exquisite 
aspen on different book-plate designers. 

he most beautiful of these are probably the 
five portfolios devoted to the plates designed 
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, plate work.

es are mounted with a “framed” or 
“‘cut-out’’ mount and thereby present a very 
handsome appearance, being equaled only by 
the portfolios issued by Mr. Fisher, heretofore 
referred to. One each of these portfolios was 
issued by Ludwig and Wolf of Vienna, and the 
other three by Senger of Munich. 
There have also been four monographs, one 
a portfolio, published about Willi Geiger’s 
astonishing ex libris; and a number of beauti- 
ful large paper monographs on such artists as 
Ubbelohde, Wilm (four ‘‘ Bands’’), Preetorius, 
and Soder. There is also a dainty little book- 
let published in Prague on the work of the 
Bohemian artist Vojtech Preissig, and there 
are several less pretentious booklets devoted 
to the work of Georg Otto, Prof. Hildebrand, 
Hermann Hirzel, Bernhard Wenig, and others. 
The best thing about the Germans, how- 
ever, is that they have the courage of their 
convictions and keep on publishing these 
books and portfolios. I am but recently in 
receipt of a handsome portfolio of the book- 
plate work of Moritz von Gruenewaldt, and 
have just subscribed for another, now in 
—— of the plates of Oscar and Cacilie 
raf. 
There is another category of book-plate 


real use to the average collector, is still of 
absorbing interest to the searcher after items 
for a collection of ex libris literature. This 


class comprises ‘‘out-of-the-way’’ books and | 


those published in very small editions. 
Among the former may be mentioned the 
tiny pamphlet by Fernandes-Thomas, en- 
titled ‘‘O falso Ex Libris de D. Catharina de 
Braganca,’’ Figueira, 1904; the brochure ‘‘ Ex 


Libris du Commandant Edgar Servant,’ | 
Laval, 1909; and a very interesting booklet | 


entitled ‘‘The Stewarts’ Book-plates,’’ pri- 
vately printed for Mr. C. E. Stewart. Lord 
Franks, in addition to the British Museum 
catalogue, is remembered by his ‘‘ Notes on 
Book-plates,’’ a pamphlet printed privately in 
1887 on dated English plates, which is now 
very rare. 

A beautiful book was published in Stock- 
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holm in 1907 by Isak Collijn, entitled ‘“‘ Det 
Rosenbergska Biblioteket och dess Ex Libris.”’ 
It is a very handsome and beautifully gotten- 
up volume and has in it remarkably fine repro- 
ductions of book-plates and super-libros. 

There is also an interesting book, the ‘‘ Cata- 
logue of the Engravings issued by the Society 
of Iconophiles,’"”’ New York, 1908, which con- 
tains an autobiography of E. D. French, in 
which he devotes most of his space to his book- 
It is probably due to the fact 
that the Iconophiles do not readily part with 
their prints and publications, and also that 
there were but 125 copies issued, that makes 
this interesting item about Mr. French so 
unknown. 

Of limited editions, especially in the book- 
plate world, there are many? Several editions 
of standard works such as those in the ‘Ex 
Libris Series,’’ the Spenceley and French 
memorials, and some of Truesdell’s set have 
had a limited number of copies printed on 
Japanese vellum. Others, such as Hardy’s 
‘“‘Book-plates,’’ and Fincham’s ‘Artists and 
Engravers of British and American Book- 
plates,’’ have been content with larger paper, 
or a special kind of hand-made paper, for their 
“special editions.’” Most of these special 
editions are limited to from ten to fifty copies 
in addition to the regular issue. 

I am the happy possessor of three different 
copies of ‘‘Gothic Book-plates,’’ Kansas City, 
1912. One of them is of the regular edition of 


| 250 on large white hand-made paper, another 


is one of a special edition of twelve copies on 
Japanese vellum, and the third is one of three 
copies printed on Roman vellum. 

There are some books of which the entire 
edition is very small. Moeder’s ‘‘ Essai sur 
les Ex Libris Alsaciens” and ‘Ex Libris 
Franc-Comtois,’” Dijon, 1905, are limited re- 
spectively to forty and fifty copies. Burke’s 
‘‘Examples of Irish Book-plates,’’ London, 
1894, is limited to 100 copies, and the supple- 
mentary volume to thirty copies. Bouland 
and Benoit’s ‘‘Liste Sommaire pour servir a 
l’étude des Ex Libris Lorrains,’’ Paris, 1912, 
is limited to twenty copies, and the ‘List of 
Book-plates by Sidney L. Smith,’’ published 
last year, to fifteen copies. 

Another very interesting division of this 


_ subject is that of ‘“‘classified’’ book-plates and 
books which, while of little interest and less | 


the publications about them. Here we find 
the two booklets on the Ex Libris of doctors 
by Henry Andréand Dr. R.G. Curtin. There 
is also Mr. A. W. Pope’s interesting pamphlets 
on Masonic Ex Libris, and the recently issued 
volume ‘‘ Book-plates of Princeton and Prince- 
tonians,”” by Mr. C. N. Carver. There are 
some larger works also, such as Labouchére’s 
‘Ladies Book-plates,” and J. F. Verster’s 
“XL Muzikale Boekmerken,’”’ Amsterdam, 
1897, the latter not containing ‘‘musical”’ 
book-plates, but reproductions of book-plates 
upon which appear all sorts of musical and 
other sound-making instruments. 

One of the most important and rarest of 
book-plate books is Heinrich Lempertz’s 
‘‘Bilder-Hefte zur Geschichte des Biucher- 
handels,’’ Cologne, 1853-65. It is a huge 
folio, 19 by 12 inches in size, and was published 
in parts.

IRVING COTTAGE. 
Tue Author’s League of America has found 


an appropriate setting for its activities, for on 
March 10th it moved from 30 Broad Street, 


| into the basement and first floor of the Irving

Cottage at Seventeenth Street and Irving 
Place, New York City. The Irving cottage 
was owned by an uncle of Washington Irving. 
From the windows of the ground floor, with 
green fields spreading all about, it is said that 
in Irving’s younger days the East River could 
be seen. In that room, Which the new tenants 
will use as a library and meeting room, Irving 
in his later years wrote his life of Goldsmith 
and prepared the notes for his life of Wash- 
ington. In recent years the house had been 
occupied by Miss Elsie de Wolfe. 

The neighborhood has many literary asso- 
ciations. Mrs. Francis Burton Harrison lived 
on Irving Place, one square below the league’s 
new headquarters; Horace Greely lived on 
Eighteenth Street, just around the corner, 
and George Bancroft once conducted the 
Century Club in Fifteenth Street, nearby. 
Brander Matthews was also at one time a 
resident of the district. 

The league was incorporated in 1912 with
